When called up for judgment, he knelt down

The Judge was about to pass sentence as in 
case of grand larceny, but was informed that 
the prisoner had on a former conviction receiv- 
ed the beneSt of clergy, and bad been senten- 
ced to four monthsimprisonment. On this com- 
munication, the learned Judge ordered him to 
be placed among the capital convicts. The 
prisoner then put in a plea,denying that he was 
tbe person so convicted, which was followed 
by a replication. .The replication and certifi- 
cates having been read, Mr. James Sheriff was 
then sworn.—Yam the governor of the A) tes- 
bury gaol. The prisoner at the bar was con- 
victed at the Lent Assizes 1821 and sentenced 
to four months’ imprisonment, for stealing ba- 
con, the property of Wm. Chard. At the time 
of that conviction ie prayed and received the 
benetit of Clergy. 

Mr. Justice Best observed, that this was the 
first time during a leng professional life, that he 
had known a jury called on to decide on a point 
like the present. ‘The prisoner had that day 
been convicted of a clerical offence, and pray- 
ed the benefit of clergy, but it had been clear- 
ly proved, by the evidence of Mr. Sheriff who 
could not bé@.gaistaken, that he had been con- 
victed, and received the benefit prescribed by 
the humanity ef the law. It was ctearly laid 
down, that no person could receive the benefit 
nore than once, and if he was coavicted ofa 
second offence, however trivial, he was preclu- 
ded, and that offence became capital. He had 
' never known such a case go to the considerca- 
tion of a jury; it was therefore for them to 
judge whether the prisoner had received the 
benefit of clergy or not. The Jury instantly 
returned a verdict inthe afirmative. Sentence 
of death was then passed on the prisoner ina 
most impressive manner, and his Lordship hop- 
ed his example would operate on the minds 
of others, and prevent a repetition of crime.

| Riot at Astrzy Cuaree. A very unpleasant 
inisunderstanding has for some time subsisted 
beiween the inhabitants of the township of Ast- 
ley and the Vicar of Leigh, in this county, 
respecting the right of presentation to the per- 
petual curacy of Astley Chapel. On the one

heads of families iv the town of Astley, in con- 
furmity with the will of Mr. Adam Mort, (ihe 
founder of the chapel, who has also endowed 
'it,) and the hithefto uniform custom oF the 
place ; and, en the other, by the vicar of the 
parish, according to general usage. In March 
last Alr. Barker, the late incumbent, died. 

On his death the vicar offered to nominate 
ihe person whom ihe householders should elect, 
bat was answered that no interierence whatev- 
er ou his pert would be allowed. It became 
necessary, theret6re, that the law should de- 
termine which party was right; and to ascer- 
tain tuis, that each should present their nomi- 
nee to the proper authority. The vicar nom- 
inated Mv. Birkett to the bishop, and a commit- 
tee of the township requested his lordship to 
license Mr. Bowman their elected candidate. 
Our worthy diocesan, after a patient investiga- 
tion of the whole subject, desired both parties 
to attend him at Warrington. He then inform- 
ed them that Mr. Birkett’s claim to the curacy 
was so fully made out, that he shouid not be 
justified in any longer withholding his license ; 
reminding the committee, at the same time, 
that their own lawyers had told them they had 
no tenable case. Mr. Birkett, having received 
ihe bishop’s leeuse, proceeded cn Sunday last 
in his canonicals, aud accompanied by a sheriff's 
ofhcer, the high constable of the division, and 
a number of respectable friends, to take poses- 
sion of his chapel. He had been previously 
threatened that he should be dragged throngh 
the brook, and his gown torn from his back, if 
he made this attempt ; and in order to have all 
the proceedings as regular as_ possible, a writ 
De vi lawwa removenda was issued to the high 
sheriff of the county, and one ot his officers, 
commanding them to remove all lay or armed 
force which held itself at Astley chapel. Up- 
on the party proceeding to the chapel a large 
mob, to the number ofseveral hundreds, assem- 
bled to oppose the eatrance of Mr. Birkett. 
Ile proceeded, however, without regarding the 
riotous shouts which were heard on all sides. 
On arriving at the gate a cordon of determined 
men, forming a close compact body, opposed 
the entrance ; Mr. Birkett was violently pushed 
about, his gown torn, and the pfficer’s scarlet 
| cout was torn to pieces. After being knocked 

about some time, and it appearing tothe officer 
and high constable quite impracticable to enter, 
j the party retired. Afidavits of the riots and 
| attending circumstances were made, and for- 
| warded, with the bishop's license and the writ, 

to Manchester, where the officer obtained the 
assistance of wbont 29 of the Oth Dragoon 
Guards, Under the protection of these, Mr. 
Birkett again proceeded to the chapel, pre- 
ceded by the high constable and sheriff’s offi- 
cor. Some thousands of persons were now 
assembled. The civil officers and military 
halted, while the chapel-warden was summon- 
{cd with the key ofthe chapel. No farther re- 
| sistance was made until the arrival at the gate, 
when the people round the gate forcibly resist- 
ed, and repelled all attempts at cntry. A vyol- 
ley of stones was discharged at the soldiery, 
and the ear of one of them severely cut : the 
: peace omhcers were. at the same ome, ager. 
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powered. Four of the soldiers then advanced, 
cleared the gate, and Mr. Birkett and his iriends 
proceeded with the chapel warden to the chap- 
el-door. ‘The chapel warden applied the key ; 
it was found the lock was so full of pebbles 
that it could not be opened. The door was 
accordingly forced, and morning and evening 
service, a sermon, and the 59 articles, with the 
other ceremonies, gone through. The soldiers 
waited on the high road ti!! service was finish- | 
ed, and then escorted Mr. Birkett to his own 
house. We understand that this cppeosition 
originated, notin any objection to the person 
nominated, but to the vicar’s right of nominat- 
ing. Measures are in course for prosecuting 
the ringleaders ; but itis te be lamented that 
the punishment will fail mostly on the poor 
people ; the inciters having studiously kept out | 
of view.— Manchester Guardian.

‘The visiters atthe Sigua 
high reputation of the speaker brought tag, 
er a Jarge portion of the permanent resideugy, 
the village to hear him. He is apparently. 
about thirty ive years of age, aud possesseder 
uncommon pessonal advantages. His figurejs 
communding, his voice powerful, and his fate 
particularly when animated by exertion or ej, 
quence, beams with intense expression. He 
bas moreover a fine dark head: of hajr, anda. 
prominent high forehead, ‘which lends {6 the 
whole visage an air of dignity and inteHectugl 
elevation. At times he is remarkably impeging 
in h:s manner—-and he seems more at home i; 
depicting the terrors than the mercies of the 
Deity. His style of compositiga, however, is 
not free from the impurities into which he bas 
unconsciously fallen from an imitation of ba.j 
models ; in particular of Phillips, whom he 
honoured by a very liberal, though injudigious, 
quotation, from one of the worst parts @f bs 
speeches,—a passage that had been cut up bythe 
Edinburgh and Quarterly Reviews, and. desery. 
edly scouted by every admirer of commog 
sense. The grand characteristic of his preagh: 
ing is energy. No auditor can fall asleep 
while under its influence—nor can any ong 
withhold from him the most marked attention 
Yet he often subjects bis hearers to extrem.

PICTURE OF NEW-YORK. } 


Our readers at a distance, who are acquaint- 
ed with this city, as it appears at ordinary sea- 
sons, will doubtless feel some curiosity to know 
how it looks, while labouring under thecalami- 
ty of a pestilence ; and we shall this evening 
endeavor to draw a brief sketch of the city, as 
viewed under its present aspect. In doing this, 
we shall pre-suppose our readers acquainted 
with the topography of the city, since a de- 
scription of streets, markets, and other public 
places, would lead us too much into detail, and 
extend this bird’s-eye view beyond its intended 
limits. 

Beginning, then, with what is called the in- 
fected district, which was the source, and is as 
yet the principal seat of pestilence, you see | 
the wharves from about Fulton-street, on the 
North River to the Battery, entirely stripped 
of their shipping,no boats plying along the soli- 

shore, the stores and houses fronting the 
river all closed, and the dead silence which 
reigns through this region, unbruken by the 
hum of industry, or the cheerful bustle of 
Dusiness. It is suid, indeed, that an old lady, 
possessing more valor than discretion, still re- 
solutely remains in her house, within the ori- 
ginal infected district, having supplied herselt 
with provisions for a long residence, and dis- 
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village. He would see ladies doing their shop- 
ping in what were lately barns or stables, and 
parties of gentlemen dinning in new Hotels, 
which have been reared and finished, as it 
were, by enchantment. Bam

‘There 
is apparently nothing In that quarter to pro- 
duce: pestilence, and in ap atinesphere so open 
amdtree, one would suppose it difficult to im- | 
bibe disease from sources of infection. ‘The 
confidence therefore which many persons felt 
of escaping the fever in such a situation, and 
the reluctance they manifested at leaving their 
houses, cannot be denominated rashness, but a 
rational, though in scveral cases, an untortun- 
ate calculation on ordinary data. We are iold 
that Mi. Barker's family at No. 4, Wall-street, 
who herve suifered so severely the present 
season, have never found it necessary to re- 
move at the most alarming periods of the fever 
in former years.
